thority strung 26 dams across the Ten- 
nessee River and its tributaries, it put 
an end to flood damage and created 
13 billion kilowatt hours of electricity, 
some of which was used to make our 
atom bombs.

What is undoubtedly the best dammed-up fishing in the countri 
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seasons, but the supply seemed so in- 
exhaustible that fishing is now a year- 
‘round, sky’s the limit affair. 

Down on the Wilson Reservoir near 
Muscle Shoals, Ala., 20 families depend 
solely on spoonbill fishing for a living. 
From that lake 25 fishermen hauled in 
600,000 pounds of spoonbill in 11 
months. In one day three men at Wheel- 
er Lake caught 1300 pounds of spoon- 
bill, or over 400 pounds per man. About 
25 percent of the spoonbill dress out 10 
pounds each while the largest one 
caught so far weighed 51%. Fish caught 
over the lakes, however, are of many 
varieties—wall-eyed pike, catfish, bass, 
crappie and numerous others. 

Yet with all this angling pressure fish 
biologists tell us that 95 percent of the 
TVA fish will still die of old age. They 
have 600,000 fertile acres in which to 
breed and grow and a government re- 
stocking program that will never allow 
the supply to run low. 

As a result of these lakes, recreation 
in Tennessee alone has boomed to a 
$150,000,000-a-year industry. Around 
Norris Dam 175 new recreational jobs 
have been created.

The 26 TVA lakes begin on the up- 
r reaches of Tennessee River’s tribu- 
jes. They start with Norris on the 
inch, Cherokee on the Holston, Doug- 
-on French Broad, Fontana on Little 
mnessee River in North Carolina, 
d other lakes on tributaries as far 
wn as Georgia. Then, on the Tennes- 
> River main stream from near Knox- 
le to the mouth near Paducah there 
s nine more lakes backed up by as 
uny dams. 

Each dam creates a lake that extends 
‘up the river. Norris Lake covers 34,- 
0 acres and extends 72 miles up the 
inch and 56 miles up the Powell. 
1erokee covers 31,000 acres and ex- 
ids 59 miles up the Holston River. 
| 26 of these newly created lakes to- 
ther have approximately 10,000 miles 
shore line. 

The largest of these man-made ponds 
Kentucky Lake near the mouth of 
mnessee River. It has a backwater ex- 
ision of 184 miles and 2,000 miles of 
ore line. On this lake the U. S. Fish 
d Wildlife Service is creating a 50,- 


000-acre wildlife refuge for ducks and 
other migratory birds. 

In order to make way for the huge 
Kentucky Reservoir, 2600 families had 
to be moved out of the area. The entire 
town of Johnsonville, Tenn., had to put 
its feet—and its homes—on higher 
ground. Over the entire TVA area vil- 
lage after village went under water. If 
you want to visit the original town of 
Loyston in the Norris area, for example, 
you can reach it by motor boat and div- 
ing suit 250 feet below the surface. 

The cost of moving these towns, 
homes, stores, cemeteries and paying 
for the property values involved was 
one of the major TVA expenses. 

Many a town not submerged found it- 
self almost overnight a sort of seaport 
city and it was quite a problem to re- 
adjust to the new way of life. Some of 
them, as they watched the water eas- 
ing into their backyards, visualized all 
kinds of disaster to their lives and ruina- 
tion to their business. 

There was Guntersville, Alabama. As 
this small community of 8500 watched 
the river ease up on many sides of town 
they had all kinds of nightmares about 
the future consequences before the 
waters finally halted and left the town 
stranded on a peninsula. 

Then a few enterprising souls began 
seeing visions and dreaming dreams of 
a new Guntersville selling itself as a 
popular water resort. To test the idea, 
they staged a motor boat race. They put 
on a vigorous promotion hoping they 
could attract a crowd of around 5,000.

When the day came somewhere be- 
tween 60,000 and 70,000 people showed 
up. The natives decided they needn’t 
be so modest in the future. 

They built docks, laid out picnic 
grounds, camping sites and built cabins 
on the lake shore. Business in fishing 
tackle, bait, tents, cameras, boats and 
other sporting products boomed. With- 
in two years -Guntersville population 
jumped 40 percent and businessmen 
were making more money than ever. . 

When Chickamauga Lake flowed in- 
to Dayton’s backyards businessmen of 
the town declared a once-a-week holi- 
day on which they all closed up and 
went fishing. Families swarmed over 
the lake bank and nearly all of them 
enjoyed fish fry suppers. 

While fishing is by far the greatest 
and most profitable sport developed by 
the TVA lakes, many of them operate 
resort facilities that include motor boat- 
ing, sail boating, swimming, picnicking, 
horseback riding, duck shooting and 
every other recreation that can put a 
song in a tourist heart and a smile on 
his lips. 

Thirty-one parks varying from three 
to several. thousand acres are either 
built or in process of development. Near 
Norris Lake are Norris Park and Big 
Ridge Park of 4,000 acres each. Both 
have cabins for lingering tourists who 
want to stay and gorge themselves on’ 
the available sports. Those cabins are 
completely furnished for all housekeep- 
ing, even down to the dishes.

1. was going to be a tough stalk. 
When the grizzled old ‘chuck stood 
ramrod-straight in the lush grass, as he 
did now, he could see clear. across the 
little valley to the road where I crouched 
maybe 350 yards away. To complicate 
matters, there was another groundhog 
partway down the hillside, and if I 
spooked this baby into scrambling for 
his den, you could bet the old boy would 
break into a gallop too. 

“Shoot that old cuss on the hillside,” 
Farmer Mead had said when I asked 
him about ’chuck hunting, “and you 
can have the run of the place.” 

If you've never worked out a cam- 
paign against a smart old ’chuck I 
should point out that you've got to stalk 
him with all the skill and care you'd de- 
vote to a mountain goat or sheep. That's 
why I elected to squirm my way along 
a dry stream bed—the only cover which 
would bring me to within about 200 
yards of the ’chuck. 

Even with the 7x35 binocular but- 
toned inside my shirt and the Continen- 
tal ZB rifle slung across my back, the 
going was slow. The stream bed gave me 
little protection, so I had to resort to 
crawl-and-watch, stop-and-go stalking, 
which is hard on a craned neck and bony 
knees. Whenever either chuck popped 
up for a look-see, I froze. Try that some- 
time in a rocky gully that’s sort of mucky 
in spots! 

When at last I reached the clump of 
thistles I had previously selected as a 
check point, I found that I couldn’t see 
the big fellow because of a slight rise 
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in the landscape hardly noticeable from 
the road. But I was in plain sight of 
junior. And he was feeding toward 
me. 

You have to wait in this case. You 
sweat and curse and long to scratch the 
nettle rash on the back of your hand. 
Meanwhile, your *chuck munches on. 
Just when madness seems close enough 
to taste, he turns around. 

Now I could move again. Very slowly 
I unslung the Continental ZB .22 Hornet 
and jacked a cartridge into the chamber. 
Foot by foot I edged around the knoll, 
out of sight of the first groundhog. Then, 
with the binocular ready for use, I 
crawled forward another ten yards. 

After a stalk like that, it’s always a 
thrill to raise up carefully in the weeds 
and glass the area where you last saw 
the woodchuck. Screened by some bur- 
docks, I did this now and found him 
to the right and considerably downhill 
from his former position. A light breeze 
ruffled his grizzled coat when he stood 
up. He was a big one, maybe a ten- 
pounder. 

A final craw] of a few yards and then 
I was looking at him through the 6X 
hunting ’scope. He was unhurried, un- 
suspecting. A bare 150 yards away now, 
he didn’t even know I existed, though 
I'd been stalking him for almost forty- 
five minutes.

N THE East, especially, a lot of fanatics 
4 do little with their rifles but hunt 
‘chucks. They have special jobs built 
for the purpose—rifles which, with their 
8X to 20X ‘scopes and heavy “bull gun” 
barrels, may weigh a net twelve pounds 
or more. Long-range specialists, they 
preter to shoot at distances in excess of 
200 yards. No foolin’! They don’t start 
bragging until they reach the 300-yard 
mark, 
_ The ‘chuck is not difficult to hunt 
when you know what makes him tick. 
He feeds mostly in the early morning, 
when the grass has dew, which he 
drinks, and again in late afternoon until 
dusk. Usually he stays close to home, 
though in heavy cover he may range 
as far as 100 yards. Every now and then 
he sits up like’ a picket to check for 
danger. If he sees it, he often gives a 
sharp whistle and always hustles for a 
hole. His sight is excellent, hearing fair, 
nose poor. 
_ How long he stays underground de- 
pends on his age and the amount of 
shooting in the neighborhood. Young 
chucks often have their noses out of 
their holes within a couple of minutes. 
Veterans frequently wait half an hour 
and more. 
_ Whether you hunt ’chucks by delib- 
erate stalking or merely strolling through 
the fields, a 6X or 7X binocular will 
come in handy. It’s surprising how many 

sks look like woodchucks, and vice

dh woops are full of things you can 
turn into curious novelties and practical 
gadgets that will change your cabin into 
a place different from all others, with 
a personality of its own. It just takes a 
little imagination to see the possibilities 
in an oddly-shaped root, a piece of 
deer hide, or a set of moose antlers. 

I spent one of the most interesting 
hours of my life in a cabin situated at 
the edge of Seattle, Washington, learn- 
ing how Dr. W. J. Siemens has made his 
rustic dwelling the distinctive place it is. 

On his vacation travels throughout the 
country Dr, Siemens has shucked off his 
worries about eye, ear, nose and throat 
ailments while he hunted big game, 
fished, and collected oddities. As a Boy 
Scout Master he had ample opportunity 
to exercise his handicraft skill. The re- 
sult is to be seen in his Seattle cabin, 
where the pictures shown on these pages 
were taken. 

Dr. Siemens built his cabin of Doug- 
las fir, tongue and grooved and planed 
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square, The logs are oiled to a high 
tanned luster and neatly chinked with 
plaster. And every piece of furniture in 
it testifies to the doctor’s keen eye for 
novelty or to his ability as a hunter and 
fisherman. The snowshoes hanging on 
‘the walls have carried him countless 
miles of the deep snow of Alberta; the 
Indian blankets and curtains are sou- 
_ venirs of his visits in the Southwest; his 
wife’s moose head is a constant reminder 
of a certain thrilling day in British Co- 
lumbia. : 
é The doctor makes a specialty of col-

EARLY SUMMER 
PLUG CASTING 


By LEE WULFF, FISHING EDITOR 


always the best. It can be argued 
that there are more bass to be 
caught at that time, that every fish re- 
moved from a lake after the season opens 
is one less the anglers have a chance to 
catch. Even this does not explain the 
situation completely for bass fishing is 
also more consistent in the early season 
than it is through midsummer and fall. At 
the season’s start, whether it is late April 
or May below the Mason-Dixon line or 
the first weeks of July along the Canadian 
Border, there are few of those dull, dead 
periods of a week or more that crop up 
in the summer and are likely to continue 
making appearances until the season 
closes. Under seemingly perfect condi- 
tions in the fall I've watched one bad 
day follow another until more than a 
week had passed without a single day of 
even fair fishing. The bass seem to have 
a more consistent pugnaciousness and 
greater hunger right after the season 
opens than at any other time.. 
Bait casting is still the best combina-

tion of sport and efficiency in taking 
bass. The.fly rod devotees may use more 
delicate tackle, a factor that gives them 
more security with jumping fish and a 
claim for a better percentage of hooked 
fish landed, But the fly rod falls down 
when a strong wind blows up to make 
fly casting difficult if not impossible, a 
situation which may annoy the plug cast- 
er but will not put him out of action. The 
fly rod fisherman also has a tough time 
getting his lure down deep. It takes much 
more time to cover a given area of water 
at a fishing depth of six feet with a fly 
rod than it does when using a casting 
outfit and a sinking plug. 

The handicaps on spinning equipment 
are equally disturbing. A brisk wind 
takes most of the starch out of a spinning 
fisherman and limits the direction in 
which he can cast effectively. The fine 
line essential to spinning makes working 
a lure in weed-filled water a real prob- 
lem. The most successful range of bass 
lures is more suited to propulsion by a

casting rod than by a spinning rod, being 
larger and heavier than those the aver- 
age spinning rod handles best. 

A regulation bait casting outfit can 
handle a wide assortment of lures rang- 
ing in size from a six-inch plug down to 
one weighing less than half an ounce and 
measuring less than two inches. The 
lures most attractive to bass lie within 
that range. With the wide assortment of 
casting lures now available in the tackle 
stores the angler who chooses well and 
fishes wisely is reasonably sure of a high 
level of sport. 

The caster gets much more action 
than either the still fisherman or the troll- 
er. To say that he gets more fish would 
be debatable but I believe the average 
angler will get a better return of both 
bass and sport from bait casting. By 
trying out various depths and types 
of water the caster is certain to reach 
a fair number of fish in a day’s fishing on 
normal bass waters. A still fisherman to 
whom the lake is strange may limit his 
fishing to one or two anchorages and

er put his bait within striking dis- 
tance of a bass. The troller covers more 
water than the still fisherman but his 
coverage is still inferior to that of the 
caster. 
_ Apreference for fly fishing or spinning 
over bait casting should not prevent any- 
one from carrying a bait casting outfit 
along for emergencies. Then, when a 
large lake grows windy it isn’t necessary 
to row across it to reach protected water 
or move to another one where the gusts 
won t interfere with casting. Bait casting 
is basic for bass, having enough range to 
cope with practically any bass problem. 

_ The best early summer plugs for bass 
and pike are those that run on or near 
the surface. Walleyes, in the early season 
as in the late, have a distinct preference 
for small, deep-running plugs but they, 
too, are more likely to be found in the 
shallow waters at night in the early sea- 
son than later on when the waters warm 


up.

A choice of casting lures for early sea- 
on should be governed by the type of 
water to be fished and the fishing pres- 
ure. If the waters are hard fished, lures 
yf medium size are best but where the 
ishing is not too intensive and where the 
ish may have forgotten about the dan- 
gers of striking a large artificial lure, big 
jugs will work exceptionally well during 
he first week or more of fishing. The big 
dlug gives its user a chance to attract 
nore fish from a greater distance due to 
he larger commotion and greater visi- 
ility. The fish wise up to the large arti- 
icials first and in hard fished Jakes the 
maller lures quickly supplant them to 
yecome the best producers.

as thorough. an inspection and tend to 
strike it quicker if they are going to 
strike at all. Lures can be retrieved fast- 
er at this time and more water covered 
per hour as a result. This, in turn, means 
that more fish have a chance to look over 
the angler’s offering, another factor tend- 
ing to increase the fisherman’s catch. 

The pond weeds and lily pads have 
not yet reached full growth when the 
season opens and it is possible to fish the 
shore and shallow water much more ef- 
fectively then than at a later date when 
the growth has consolidated. Areas that 
began the season as relatively open water 
are closed up by the consolidation of 
plant growth and by midsummer fishing 
them can only be accomplished with a 
weedless lure. For best results when fish- 
ing early season bass concentrate on the 
shallow bars and shorelines, use semi- 
surface or surface lures and retrieve them 
faster than usual.

Work the Weed Beds 


\ YOU RE primarily interested in just 
fishing your lures, youll find the 
greatest pleasure in working the oper 
waters where the weeds are absent. 
Here your lures will swim smoothly on 
the retrieve without the slow, sullen 
pressure of a load of aquatic vegetation. 
But, unfortunately, the food is in the 
weeds and that’s where the game fish 
are likely to be. 

The problem defines itself into (1) 
finding open water that has some spe- 
cial attraction for the fish; (2) fishing 
the open patches of water on the edge 
of, or among, the weeds, or (3) work 
ing the weed beds. For the first twe 
courses, any lure will work, but fot 
fishing the weed beds, you'll want 
weedless lures with a minimum num- 
ber of hooks. 

All weeds are not the same. Lily 
pads, for instance, may almost cover 
the surface of the water, yet their slen- 
der stems leave the depths almost open, 
as far as visibility is concerned; this 
offers only a minor hazard to a single: 
hooked casting lure. On the other hand, 
the weeds that grow with bushy stem 
(with many of the stems failing t 
actually reach the surface), offer

get at a lure. It’s rare that a bass or a 


| pike will come even half that distance 
in the thick stuff. Because the fish’s 


visibility is poor and he’s just poking 
around in the weeds looking for a 


mouthful of food, the fisherman needs 
a lure that travels slower than one 


should travel through open water. The 
odds are that three times as many fish 
will lie in a given area of weedy water 
as will be found elsewhere. On that 


basis, you can afford to fish the weeds 


more slowly. 

For fishing over lily pads, it’s a good 

stunt to skitter a weedless- surface bait 
or a weedless wobbling spoon across 
‘the top occasionally. To get under the 
pads, use a single hook sinking lure, 
preferably weedless. With the thick 
growth, denser on the bottom than on 
the top, the surface lyre that moves 
slowly and is weedless is an odds-on 
favorite. — 

A successful way to work all types 
of weeds is to drop a wobbling spoon 
into a pocket of open water and let it 
flutter down for several feet, before 
starting the retrieve. 


Will Jumping Fish Bite? 


HERE are a lot of rumors that pass

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up to it at a moderate speed, get set, 
and be almost motionless when he sucks 
it in. This doesn’t give much notice to 
the angler and unless he’s on his toes 
he may have strikes without knowing it 
or realize it only when it’s too late and 
the fish has already ejected the lure 
and can’t be drawn to the same lure 
again. 

The best way to learn how and when 
to strike with this slow-moving fly or 
nymph is to move quietly, fish a short 
line, and watch the fish. While watch- 
ing them try to relate the action you 
see to the pull on the line or its move- 
ment between the water and your rod. 
Then, when you fish a longer line and 
can’t see the fish you have a pretty 
good mind picture of what’s really be- 
hind those small line movements and 
delicate pulls that tell the story of a 
bluegill’s cautious investigation of your 
lure. 


Try This Panfish Rig 


H=: a wrinkle that comes from 
Dempsey Shepard and Buddy How- 
ell of Illinois. When the going is tough 
for panfish a couple of pieces of leader 
and a small spinner will increase your 
catch, A nine-inch piece of 4-pound test 
leader is placed ahead of a 00 spinner 
and a twelve-inch piece of 2-pound test 
leader behind it with a No. 12 hook at 
the tag end on which to impale a worm. 
By using a lighter leader behind the 
spinner than ahead of it if the hook is 
fouled up the rear leader will break first 
and the spinner will be saved. And, as in 
a tapered leader, the finest diameter is 
closest to the hook. The small hook is 
usually taken readily by the fish and a 
disgorger is a good gadget to have on 
hand when fishing this rig. The worms 
should be hooked lightly just under the 
collar so that they stay alive and keep 


wiggling.

war. I think it is far superior to bottles 
which are likely to break and all other 
containers which are difficult to refill. I 
think it’s about time some manufacturer 
of fly dope came out with one of these 
permanent dispensers. 


Whistling Floats 


Sm fishing used to be a very easy 
sport to practice with no fancy 
tackle required. Nowadays it’s not so 
simple. Two new floats recently mar- 
keted aim at lifting this phase of fishing 
to a higher plane. One of them contains 
a battery and a bulb so that when the 
angler gets a bite the float lights up. 
This is particularly advantageous in 
evening or night fishing, of course. An- 
| other, a whistling float operates effec- 
‘tively either by “day or by night. It 
wvhistles when the fish bites and, day- 
| light or dark, it will stand sentry duty 
over your bait, ready to report the 
slightest nibble. Next, we can expect a 
float with batteries connected through 
a specially wired line which will close a 
circuit when the fish bites and thereby 
give the angler holding the rod a shock 
sufficiently strong to wake him from 
sound slumber and start him off on a 
good hard strike.

Fish at night 
may come toward the boat like a streak 
when first hooked, especially when fish- 
ing toward shore on a long gradual 
slope, and the automatic reel is the 
best answer to keeping a tight line in’ 
the dark with a fly rod.

Spinning has some advantages over 
oth the other methods. A light bait like

vith a spinning outfit whereas a bait 
asting outfit would require that some 
veight be added to make casting for 
ny distance possible. Casting a natural 
ait with a fly rod subjects it to severe 
alts at the end of the back casts and 
alse casts which may tear it from the 
wok. The heavier the bait the more dif- 
cult it is to cast with a fly rod. Spinning 
s the best method of casting unweighted 
porms, minnows or similar baits which 
re heavy enough to cast with a spinning 
uutfit but too light to be handled on a 
it casting rig. —L.W.

Pickwick Park, which borders a dam 
108 feet high by a mile and a half long, 
has 1700 acres of stamping ground with 
bathing, horseback riding, camping, 
overnight lodging, fishing, boating and 
what have you. 

Parks and recreation facilities are 
either available or under way at Chicka- 
mauga Lake, Kentucky Lake, Watts Bar 
Lake and other man-made water holes 
on the whole Tennessee River system. 

Within the past few years scientists 
have discovered the fish populations of 
many fresh water lakes and ponds are 
far more likely to fade. out through 
natural causes than by over-fishing. 
Where such waters are fertile enough 
to provide an abundance of natural 
food, the fish can reproduce and grow 
so fast the fishermen can’t keep up with 
them. And that’s what’s happening at 
the TVA lakes right now. For the pres- 
ent, at least, the more fish taken from 
those waters, the better the fishing will 
be.

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TRAILERS 


\ Vy NOTICE that Penn Yan has in- 


troduced a line of 12- and 14-foot 
boats weighing from 100 to 144 pounds 
known as Trailboats because they are 
designed for trailer transportation. This 
may strike you as an unusual move on 
the part of a firm that has earned a wide 
reputation for Cartop models, 67- and 
§2- pounders of the same 12- and 14-foot 
lengths which, incidentally, it continues 
to produce along with the new trailer 
boats. There are several reasons for their 
decision. 

One of the reasons is that you can’t 
have everything in a specified boat. Take 
the 67-pound Cartop as against the new 
144-pound Trailboat. The heavier boat 
is naturally more stoutly built, will take 
rougher usage both afloat and ashore, 
more punishing seas and thereby offers 
its owner a wider range of cruisable 
waters. On the other hand, methods of 
transporting it ashore become narrowed. 
Cartop carrying for a 144-pound hull is 
pretty well out. This is logically a trailer 
job. |

- We are speaking in general terms, There 


are possible exceptions. You can theo- 
rize that weight is required to make a 
boat sturdy and strong yet a 50-pound 
aluminum canoe can take a lot of pun- 
ishment despite its light weight. 

Then again, new types of auto-top 
carrying rigs that eliminate much of the 
personal effort of lifting have lately been 
developed thereby permitting the han- 
dling of heavier loads by this method. 
The manufacturer of one such rig claims 
that a single person can hoist a 14-foot 
250-pound boat to the top of his car 
unaided. And that would be considerably 
above the 100-pound limit just men- 
tioned. The device is a loader and car- 
rier combined, the loading part consist- 
ing of a pair of pivoting aluminum legs 
anchored to the car’s rear bumper. 

Almost without exception, modern 
boat trailers are steel throughout, some 
flat and angled, others tubular. They 
come in various sizes and will accom- 
modate boats ranging all the way from 
10 to 28 feet long.

The trend of the modern boat trailer 
is obviously toward a happy combina- 
Sion of back-saving and boat-saving as 
che performance just described suggests.

Reach up and haul down the 
forward end of the frame. The boat au- 
tomatically rises off the ground to travel- 
ing position. Make the forward end fast 
to the plate at the bow. Attach the ex- 
tension of this forward to the car. You're 
off. Later on, for launching, wheel the 
boat to the water and release the lever 
bow connection. The boat automatically 
sits down. The entire performance in- 
cluding wheeling the boat to the water 
can be accomplished by one person. 

Did I speak of American ingenuity? 
T'll conclude by giving you another well 
thought out example. There has recently 
emanated from Roxobel, N. C., a new 
type of trailer known as the L and J 
Amphibious Boat Trailer and believe me, 
she is all of that. This trailer is especially 
designed for outboard motor boats. To 
launch, you unhitch the trailer and its 
cradled’ boat from the car and roll both 
as a unit into the water. Then you just 
start up the outboard motor and sail off- 
shore. Some distance out, you anchor 
and release four spring clamps. The boat 
floats off the anchored trailer for a 
cruise. 

Upon your return from the cruise, 
drive the boat onto the moored trailer,

Round Nose—Pointed Nose 


[* BIG or small game hunting 
a rifle, the shape of the bullet play 
an important part. There is a vel 
definite reason for each bullet shape 
Accuracy, shocking power and mush 
rooming qualities are all factors 
prime consideration to the hunter. 

According to ballisticians, sharp 
pointed bullets retain their velocit 
better, but bullets with more roundeg¢ 
noses are usually more satisfactory fo 
the hunter. 

The primary advantage of t 
pointed bullet is the improved ballisti 
performance which accompanies it. A 
resistance does not cause the bullet § 
lose velocity as rapidly with a pointe 
bullet as is the case when a bullet 
similar diameter and weight has 
round nose. 

Initially, traditional lead bullets ani 
subsequently jacketed soft point bu 
lets had more or less round noses. A 
a later time pointed bullets were. dé 
veloped in order to gain the ballistt 
advantage associated with the pointe 
bullet. In. such designs, it was, 
course, necessary to try to retain th 
mushrooming qualities associated wi 
the traditional soft lead point bulle 

Sporting bullets with sharp lea 
points have not proved satisfactory be 
cause the softness of the metal tené¢ 
to permit deformation in handling an 
in the feeding of cartridges from 
magazine into the chamber, resultin 
in inaccuracy. : 

Various expedients have been usé 
to overcome that deficiency, A holloj 
copper tube of pointed shape has bee 
used for the nose por tion of a sportin 
bullet. The so-called “umbrella” pointes 
bullet produced by Remington had @ 
similar objective. Present “bronz 
point” bullets manufactured by Reming 
ton were designed and manufacture 
with the same ends in view. 

One of the shortcomings of thes 
types of bullets is that they are co 
to manufacture. Another shortcomin 
is that such bullets are considered b 
ek to show greater variations 
mushrooming qualities (depending 0 
whether they strike flesh or bone 
whether they are retaining a high 
locity or have dropped to a low vé 
locity) when compared with the con 
ventional soft lead nose bullets. 

Another type has been exemplifie 
in the “open point” mushrooming bu 
let. This does not have any exposé 
lead, but the jacket is brought 
quite to a point but near enough to 
to justify the name. 

Recent tendencies seem to be towar 
the soft nose type of bullet but ma 
ing it fairly pointed for ballistic 
exposing a minimum of lead and thi 
ning the jacket supporting the lead 
jacent to the nose in such mann 
to permit easy mushrooming.

versa. The long- range boys often use 
20X spotting "scopes raed many a stalk- 
er carries one. It can save a heap of 
walking. 

By whistling sharply you can often 
make a whole fieldful of ‘chucks’ sit up 
and look around just about long enough 
to get off a shot. Groundhogs are very 
whistle-conscious, probably because of 
their early training. The female fre- 
quently summons her young with a 
sharp call, and stands by while her fam- 
ily tumbles into the den. 

Some people have the idea that wood- 
chucks are poor parents. It’s true that 
the old man leaves his spouse after mat- 
ing with her, but she sticks with the 
kids—three to eight in number—until 
they know the score. Once I saw an old 
lady ‘chuck stand off a rather aggressive 
mongrel while she waited for the young- 
sters to scramble down the hole. 


t bak spring I witnessed an even more 
outstanding example of courage. I 
was hunting with Roy Vail. He had just 
Hornet with 
a 6X ’scope—a perfect little “chuck rifle, 
though a single-shot. As we drove along, 
I spotted a half-grown ‘chuck on a hill- | 
side. We stopped and, while I watched 
through a binocular, Roy shot. 

The bullet pow dered on a rock un- 
derneath the ’chuck, which jumped up 
and looked around uncertainly. A mo- 
ment later a big grizzled woodchuck— 
obviously the mother—dashed from a 
hole and made for the young one. She | 
cuffed it and nipped it as ‘she shepherded | 
it toward the burrow. You couldn’t help | 
admiring such courage and devotion. 
Roy didn’t shoot again. 

Maybe it never occurred to you, but} 
the woodchuck is nothing less than an 
ambassador of good will. You drive up! 
to a farm, seek out. its owner and, 
chances are, when you tell him you're | 
an experienced “chuck hunter, he'll not | 
only welcome you but will also point 
out an area overpopulated: with your 
game. 

Well, you clean out three or four 
‘chucks that have been fattening on his| 
beans, making head shots if possible, so 
the meat can be given to his dogs (or 

saved for the table). You don’t leave 
the gates open. You don’t leave any 
mess. Next time you show up, he’s glad 
to see you. Come that fall, I've found, 
he may let you hunt on his land again, 

Sometimes, ’chuck hunting, you hit 
the jackpot. I well remember the day 
John McLain and I approached a farmer 
just after haying time. We told him 
we were looking i *chucks and he said 
that his pasture over the hill was alive 
with ’em. He might have added that it 
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the dumbest groundhogs in the en- 
country, but I’m getting ahead of 
ie story. 

When we looked down on the pasture 
from the hill, it was evident that this 
was going to be a honey of a stalk. If 
we walked down the hill, every chuck 
in the pasture would spot us. Our only 
chance to escape detection was to crawl 
a good 400 yards beside a tumbledown 
stone wall, then peep over it when op- 
posite the middle of the pasture. 

The thistles that grew by that wall! 
It was murder. Flies buzzed around us, 
dust caked our sweaty faces and the 
heat was unbearable. But everything 
unpleasant has an end. We got well past 
the edge of the pasture and stopped to 
unsling the rifles and load up. It’s smart 


not to have a cartridge in the chamber] 


when the rifle’s on your back; you might 
get a hole in your head. 

“Hey, I forgot my ammo,” said Mac. 

We both were using .22 Hornets. I 
reached into my pocket and tossed him 
four, then put the three I had left in 
my clip. Probably we'd only get a shot 
apiece anyway. We peeked over the 
wall. 

No ’chucks in sight. No holes, even. 

“Let’s sneak into that patch of milk- 
weed,” said Mac, pointing. 

Tt was 40 yards of belly torture. At 
last we got into the milkweed, readied 
the rifles, and parted the stalks. Nothing. 
Not even a sparrow. 

Up ahead another 40 yards was a 
larger clump of weeds. I sighed. This 
hunt had been my idea. 

“After you, master,” said Mac. 

Again we made like Commandos. 
But this time, when we raised up a 
little behind the screen, we found our- 
selves staring at two big “chucks stand- 
ing like surveyors markers a bare 50 
yards away. 

“At the count of three—” I whispered. 


W: TIMED it nicely, and the rifles 
cracked as one. Then an incredible 
thing happened. Four chucks we hadn’t 
seen stood up in the grass. There was no 
counting this time. Each of us got off 
another shot quickly. At this point, if 
the phrase can be applied to wood- 
chucks, all hell broke loose. The field 
was suddenly filled with groundhogs 
running in every direction, each one 
seemingly bent on making a hole half- 
way across the pasture. I got one in the 
*scope and heard McLain shoot twice 
more. 

We were done now, out of ammo. 
But still one lone chuck stood like a 
tenpin by his plunge hole. Maybe they 
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were sun-happy, or something. Anyway, 
it never happened again. We'd rolled 
six ‘chucks for keeps. 

“Too bad they don’t have antlers,” 
Mac said. 
_ I said amen to that. With antlers, the 
woodchucks would be the perfect small 
big-game animal. 
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POINTING SPAMTELS

Xo... the Brittany spaniel first 
came to this country some alts) years ago, 
his general acceptance by the American 
upland gunning fraternity has been 
rather slow. Brittany spaniel fanciers 
have not been of the type to publicize 
their breed to any great extent and the 
little tailless, or short-tailed, gundog 
with the excellent nose has not been the 
subject of the fanfare which has char- 
acterized some foreign importations— 
to their somewhat dubious benefit. 

It has, therefore, been only in quite 
recent years that the Brittany has made 
any considerable splash on the gundog 
scene. This has been accomplished in a 
manner which reflects great credit on 
actual field accomplish- 
ments instead of ballyhoo. The atten- 
tion of the pointing dog fancy has been 
focused, rather quizzically at first, on 
the field trials in which only breed mem- 
bers competed. After the Brittany fan- 
ciers had satisfied themselves that some 
of their dogs were worthy of competition 
with older and better known breeds, 
they started these dogs in some of the 
shooting dog stakes open to any point- 
ing breeds. Naturally these smaller dogs 
were under somewhat of a handicap 
when pitted against pointers and _ set- 
ters with greater speed and range, but 
their exceptional noses began to attract 
attention, Another handicap was the 
lack of a tail which detracted to consid- 
erable extent from the breed’s style in 


action and on point. Nevertheless, dogs . 


point game with their noses and that 
fact cannot be discounted. While his 
physical conformation will never allow 
him to become a major factor in field 
trial competitions against pointers and 


setters, the Brittany has made himself ° 


felt in these events and occasionally 
walks away with the top prize. Notable 
among those that have recently accom- 
plished just that are Alan R, Stuyve- 
sant’s Pamalie of Aotrou and Hugo 
Blasberg’s sparkling little bitch, Miss 
Topsy. With perhaps the best record for 
current wins in mixed competition is 
Lester R. Tice’s Angelique de Bretagne, 
a bitch with a surprising turn of speed 
for her size, excellent hunting judg-

ment and an infallible choke-bore nose. 

While I have frequently judged the 
Brittany in competition with pointers 
and setters, I had never seen them in a 
breed trial (one in which the competi- 
tion is restricted to Brittanies) until re- 
cently. This pleasure was accorded me 
when I acted as a judge at the spring 
trials of the North Jersey Brittany Club 
near Hackettstown, N. J. While the 
performances I witnessed would not 
cause me to go “overboard” for the Brit- 
tany, nevertheless they were interesting 
and proof that the breed is sound. 


HE CouRSE is one of diversified cover 

on Stuyvesant’s Tranquillity Farms. 
It isa section typical of the hunting 
terrain to be found in the famed Alla- 
muchy Valley, neither too open nor too 
densely wooded, and offering attractive 
hunting objectives. While the Brittany 
is not a wide ranging dog, for he is sup- 
posed to keép in fairly close contact 
with his master, I was impressed with 
the purposeful manner in which many 
of the competitors worked the course. 
Some could be, and properly were, 
faulted for poor application but that 
is to be expected to some degree when 
no restrictions are placed on the quali- 
fications of the entry. The tumult which 


characterizes many field trials was ab- 
sent here. The dogs went about their 
work with a minimum of handling. In 
fact, I was of the opinion that a bit of 
handling would have helped a number 
of the competitors but very little direc- 
tion was given. Most of the entries 
found game, and many of them handled 
it properly. Practically all demonstrated 
one quality which all good hunting dogs 
must possess . . . a good nose. If what I 
saw is a fair example of what to expect 
of the breed in this department I have 
no hesitancy in saying that, put down 
in good game country, the Brittany will 
give his master’s gun ample opportunity 
to speak for itself. The winner of the 
all-age stake was the afore-mentioned 
Angelique de Bretagne. ; 

The Brittany is the only pointing 
spaniel. One should not, however, get 
the idea that the breed comes by its 
stanchness naturally. It has to be taught 
to hold its point just the same as does a 
pointer or setter. Some individuals in 
any pointing breed will point solidly 
at first contact with game and continue 
to remain stanch through life, unless 
spoiled through carelessness or thought- 
lessness. But stanchness is not a natural 
attribute and must be carefully devel- 
oped or cultivated. 


ee ba mt hs 
Brittany is a rather sensitive dog, 
| and affectionate as most spaniels 
-and care must be taken to use but 
tle force’ in its training. If allowed to 
velop naturally, the Brittany will gen- 
ally respond to direction readily and 
Il take correction when applied in the 
oper manner. The breed is not es- 
cially timid, some individuals are in- 
ned to be quite bold, but few will 
ke kindly to harsh treatment and none 
Il thrive on it. 

As a hunting companion for the “one- 
g° man, the Brittany offers pleasing 
ssibilities providing the prospective 
mer does not object to the lack of a 
]. Some Brittany puppies are bom 
less, most are docked in infancy. If 
= tail is not docked the youngster 
ws up into a rather ungainly looking 
lividual, totally lacking in the “smart- 
ss” which now characterizes the breed.

Affidavit Form or make an exact cop 
of it, giving weight, length and girth of 
the fish, the tackle used in taking it, the 
body of water and state, province or 
area where caught, and have it signed 
by two persons who actually witnessed 
the weighing and measuring of the 
catch. Or if more convenient, you may 
have a notary public certify the ac- 
curacy of the entry. If you think your 
fish may be a possible record-breaker, 
you must have the affidavit notarized 
and signed by two witnesses. 

In this contest there are no restric- 
tions on tackle or bait and lures used, 
except that rod, reel and line must be 
used in a sportsmanlike manner, The 
contestant must play the fish himself, 
accepting help only in landing the catch. 

Because of some confusion in identi- 
fying certain species of fish, the contest 
rules require that a good close-up photo 
of the fish, in which its species is clearly 
recognizable, accompany entries for 
smallmouth bass, walleyed pike, pick- 


erel, steelhead trout, channel bass, alba- _ 


core, mako shark, Allison tuna and spot- 
ted weakfish. This rule is included for 
the protection of the contestants, and 


‘will be strictly enforced. With entries 


covering other species, a good photo- 
graph of the fish is highly desirable but 
not essential. 

The contest opens July 1, 1949, and 
closes at midnight of December 31, 
1949. Since participants have 60 days 
in which to enter their catches, this 
permits the entry of any fish taken after 
May 1, 1949, so long as accurate in- 
formation is available to fill out the 
entry blank. Entries in the 1949 con- 
test must be postmarked not later than 
midnight of December 31, 1949. A new 
contest for 1950 will open January 1, 
1950, and will be announced in the 
January, 1950, issue of Ourpoors. 

The purpose of this contest is not to 
encourage fishermen to keep more fish 
than they need, or to go fishing for any- 
thing except the pleasure of being on 
the lake or stream. As stated in Rule 9, 
participants are requested to enter only 
larger-than-average fish, and to return 
unharmed all those which cannot be 
used for trophies or food. The most 
important rule in this contest is the rule 
of good sportsmanship. , 

Now go to it. Remember that your 
chance of winning a prize is just as 
good as the next fellow’s and whether 
you fish close to home or in far-off 
places, you can compete on fair terms 
with everyone else. The prizes are 
generous, and you can pick ‘em out 
yourself. The contest is now open. Enter 
your big ones—and be sure to let the 
little ones go! ;
